In  such  cases  as  their  punishment  is  left  to  the  direc- 
tion of  their  Commanding  Officers,  it  will.be  strictly  carried 
out.  Where  it  sentences  them  to  work  on  Government  works 
they  will  be  sent  on  to  Brigadier  General  Winder,  in  Rich- 
mond, with  a  copy  of  their  sentence  for  execution.
